a pattern on the first side comprising

on e s i d e , e ach l i ne ext e nd i ng from th e first to th e s econd ends, each l ine 
having a co l or d i ff e r e nt than th e un i form - c otor line segments each having a 
color different than that of the first side of the sheet material on which each 
respectively lies,

line segments 3re intersected fry an edge? traosvpr^ \q length betw?<?"

19. (Previously presented.) The tape of claim 17 wherein the lines are one of 
dashed or dotted. 

20. (Previously presented.) The tape of claim 17 wherein the pattern at the 
edge is discontinuous with the pattern on the juxtaposed surface of the next 
adjacent radially inward layer of the roll of tape. 

21. (Currently amended.) The tape of claim 17 wherein the pattern 
comprises line segments forming any one or combination of the group consisting 
essentially of straight lines, curved lines, circles, squares, ellipses, triangles, 
sinusoidal curves, zig-zag lines, lines angled relative to each other. 

22. (Currently amended.) An adhesive -backed electrically insulating tape 
comprising: 
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a sp i ra l l ay e r an unscored length of electrically insulating sheet material of a 
first solid color formed into a spiral roll of th e mat e rial having opposing ends, the 
sheet material having an adhesive coating on one surface thereof; and 

an indicia pattern a t e mat erial o ut e r on the opposite surface of the sheet 
material, said pattern comprising a p l ur a l i ty of s i d e by -side at least two lines frotfr 
extending f rom e nd t o e nd between said opposing ends along substantially the 
entirety of said length , each line [[in]] being a s i ngle 3ccond color different than the 
first solid color of the sheet material. 



23. (Currently amended.) The tape of claim 22 wherein the co l ors of th e at 
least two lines are the same , e ach second color i s one color, said color being 
selected from the group consisting of green, white and red.

42. (New.) The roll of claim 17, wherein the at least two line segments each 
has a color different than the other. 

43. (New.) The roll of claim 21, wherein the pattern comprises a combination 
thereof. 
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
